REMARKS BY THE SELECTMEN. 


¥ 


The Selectmen continued the same plan, adopted by 
them last year of allowing the School Committee, Trustees 
of the Morse Institute, Engineers of the Fire Department, 
and Road Commissioners, to have charge of their respective 
appropriations and disburse the same. 


STREET Dit. 


During the past year the Selectmen have added four 
gas lights to the public streets, making a total of ten now in 
use, besides those supported by the generosity of individual 
citizens. . 

We placed one in Court street at the head of Adams 
street, one near the depot at the corner of Washington street ~ 
and South Avenue, one on North Main street near the build- 
ing of Messrs. C. & J. Underwood, and the other at the cor- 
ner of North Main and Willow streets. 

The cost of erecting the additional street lights was 
$88.07, and the amount paid the Gas Co., for gas for lighting 
them for the year was $221.73. 

The total amount paid an account of street lights was 
$309.80, which was charged to the Miscellaneous account. 

We would recommend that while the town makes no 
special appropriation for street lights, the Selectmen adda 
few lights each year to the present number. By this method 
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we would in time have our streets lighted properly and with- 
out any extra appropriation. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Early in the year the Engineers of the Fire Department 
requested that the horse which was in use on the hose 
carriage be sold, and a new one purchased. This was found 
necessary from the fact that the one they had been using for 
ten years, could not be depended upon any longer, as it was 
‘unable to do the work required of it. 

We purchased one at an expense of $275, and received 
for the one sold, $50, making the net cost, $225, which was 
charged to this account. 

_ A petition, signed by 150 of the residents of West Na- 
tick, was presented to the Selectmen, requesting them to 
take what means seemed to them necessary to compel the 
Boston & Albany Railroad to place either gates or a flag- 
man at the crossing on Mill street. We accordingly peti- 
tioned the management of the Railroad Company to place 
either gates or a flagman at the crossing, which they declined 
to do. 

We then petitioned the County Commissioners, in 
conformity with Section 166 Chapter 112 of the Public 
Statutes, to compel the Railroad Company to comply 
with our petition and set forth a list of casualties which 
had occurred there in recent years. 

After a hearing on the matter, the County Commission- 
ers ordered the Railroad Company to place a flagman at the 
crossing, who will be on duty daily, from 7 o’clock a. m. to 
7 o clock p. m., beginning March 1, 1885. 

Employing counsel, sommoning witnesses to attend the 
hearing incurred an expenditure of $79.75, which was charged 
to this account. 

The expense of the telephone which connects the three 
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engine houses and the pumping station, was $100, and was 
also charged to this account. 

Had it not been for the above expenditures, together 
with the expense incurred for street lights, we would have 
had a gratifying balance on this account. 

As it is we have been obliged to overdraw the account 
$385.52. An inspection of this account will reveal the many 
items that are charged to it.

POLICE, 


The Selectmen have been fortunate in being able to 
retain the very efficient police force that were employed 
when we made our last annual report. | 

We have continued to have John A. Gilson, our very 
efficient Chief, go on duty at noon and. remain until mid- 
night. | 

By this system order and decorum has prevailed on our 
streets, and we think that all who frequent Main street can 
testify as to the benefits derived from this method. 

Mr. Gilson has merited our highest approbation by the 
skillful and successful manner in which he has discharged 
the many duties devolving upon him as Chief. Mr. Gilson 
_receives $2.00 per day for his services. > 

Mr. Lewis A. Drake, who was but a short time on the 
force when our last annual report was submitted, has proved 
himself to be an officer of excellent executive ability, and 
-more than realized our highest expectations. Mr. Drake re- 
ceives $1.75 per night, and is also lock-up keeper, for which. 
he receives 25 cents per day. 

At South Natick Mr. Richard Kennedy was continued as 
watchman, remaining on duty the greater part of the night, 
receiving $1.50 for the same. 

We retained Mr. Michael Hogan as watchman at Felch- 
ville, and hear nothing from the citizens of that part of our 
town but the highest enconiums in regard to him. He re- 
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mains on duty until 11 o’clock at night, and also does duty 
on Sunday, for which service we pay him $1.00 per day. | 

We have also employed two Sunday policemen in this 
village, and one in South Natick. 

They have been very successful in their efforts to pro- 
hibit the illegal sale of intoxicating liquors on those days, 
and in keeping quiet all persons who had a tendency to make 
disturbances on the Sabbath. 

They receive $2.00 per day each. 
| We congratulate our citizens on having such an efficient 
police force as the present one, especially when we take into 
consideration the small number of which it consists. We 
think that there are few, if any, towns in the State, of the 
size of Natick, where the citizens recéive better: protection 
to their lives and property than in this town, and that the 
cost is but trifling in proportion to the benefits conferred. 

We renew the suggestions made in our last annual report, 
in which we recommended having one day and two night 
policemen at the centre of the town, and again suggest the 
advisability of having both the day and night police in uni- 
form. 


Down. OP POUR, 


The overdraw on the appropriation for support of poor 
may alarm the tax-payers, if not the Overseers of the Poor 
themselves. But it must be remembered that we have passed 
through a terrible year; that the stagnation and depression 

in business all over the country has been severely felt by 
| artisans, mechanics and laborers, and in no town has it been 
more keenly felt than in our own. 

The amount paid for care of the insane cannot be con- 
trolled even by the Overseers, and has been especially bur-_ 
densome the past year. 

The large overdraw materially affects the liabilities of 


\ 
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the town, and consequently appears to the disadvantage of 
the Selectmen. | 

For further particulars in regard to the support of poor, 
we respectfully refer to the itemized accounts and the report 
of the Overseers of the Poor. | 


MILITARY AID AND SOLDIERS’ AID FUND. 


The town, at its last annual meeting, appropriated $1,200 © 
for paying military aid, under chapter 252 of the General 
Statutes, and assisting poor and indigent soldiers and their 
families. 

The total amount disbursed for military aid under the 
above chapter was $1,021. Of this amount the State refunds 
one-half, ($510.50), and, owing to the fact that the soldiers are, 
every year becoming more feeble and infirm, by age or by 
wounds received in action and disease contracted on the 
field or in the swamps in the Southern States, and in many 
cases by disease contracted in the prison pens of Anderson- 
ville and other Confederate prisons, we have had to pay sol- 
diers and their families $911.18. 

Add to this amount $510.50 for military aid, and the 
total amount paid by the town was $1,421.68, or $221.68 more 
than the appropriation. Had it not been for the munificence 
of Post 63, G. A. R., and the true Christian benevolence of 
the noble ladies of the relief corps in rendering material aid 
out of their respective treasuries, the cost to the town would 
be much larger, and, while the members of the Post deserve 
the everlasting gratitude of all humanity, yet the moth- 
erly feeling and sisterly care of the ladies belonging to the 
relief corps in relieving the wants of the poor, in caring for 
the sick and consoling the dying, will ever stand as the bright- 
est pagejin the history of Natick. 

The Selectmen embrace this opportunity of returning to 
the members of both organizations their heartfelt and most 


expressive thanks for the generous and valuable assistance 
received in the proper disbursement of the appropriation so 
heartily and readily granted by the patriotic citizens of 
Natick.

The town at the annual meeting in answer to the ques- 
tion, “Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town ?” voted “Yes,’’ and in compliance with 
‘said vote the Selectmen issued the same. ° 

We granted twenty-seven licenses of the first class at 
$125 each, three of the second class at $75 each, three whole- 
sale licenses of the fourth class at $100 each, seven drug- 
gists’ licenses of the fourth class at $50 each and eight 
wholesale licenses of the same class to those who also took 
one of the first class at $50 each. and one of the fifth class at 
$50. | 
The total amount received was $4600. The state re- 
ceived of thig amount twenty-five per cent, $1150, and the 
town received the balance or $3450. 

The essential points in the liquor law are to prohibit the 
sale of liquor on Sundays, to prevent the selling to drunkards 
or persons receiving aid from the town, and the enforcement 
of the law in regard to minors. These points have been 
more satisfactorily observed than in former years, many of 
the licensees having observed the law strictly in the above 
great essentials. Yet we frankly admit that there has been 
drunkenness in Natick the past year, as there is likely to 
be more or less in all towns having a population as large as 
Natick. Many of the parties arrested for drunkenness, how- 
ever, have been non-residents, some of them coming into 
town drunk, and yet we would advise the persons licensed 
to sell liquors, to obey the law to the letter in the above men- 
tioned particulars for their own interest and for the benefit 
of all the citizens. 
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The amount expended in widening and straightning 
Summer street as directed by a vote of the town was $256. 
59. Of this amount $200 was paid to Mr. Lewis Thimme 
for land damages, and the balance was paid for labor. 

Mr. Frank Childs, the abuttor owning the land at the 
corner of Summer street and Washington Avenue, would 
not allow his land to be taken at the price awarded him, $100 
and we were therefore unable to complete the straightening 
of this street. Had it been done a great improvement would 
have been effected. 


In conformity with the vote passed by the town instruct- 
ing the Selectmen to expend a part of the money received 
for liquor licenses in putting in curbstones for the sidewalks, 
we engaged Mr. W. W. Wight to superintend the placing of 
the same, which he did in a very satisfactory’ manner. His 
report of the work is subjoined. 


Lo the Board of Selectmen of Natick: 


I hereby submit the following as my report in regard to 
the setting of curbstones, as ordered by you: 

Bids were advertised for and Noah Prescott, of West- 
ford, being the lowest bidder, was awarded the contract of 
furnishing the stone to be set, his price being fifty-two cents 
per running foot for straight and double price for curved 
stone. 

Curbstones were set in the following places: The north 
and west sides of the common, south Main street on its east 
side from Common street to East street and its west side 
from Pond street to the south-east corner of lot owned by 
Asher Parlin. Two sides of the Morse Institute lot were 
curbed, making the whole number of feet set by the town 
2044 and one-third feet of straight, and 140 and one-third feet: 
ofcurved curbstone at a aost to the town of $1982.13. Alois 
Bisch had his lot curbed. Charles Johnson hada corner 


put in and D: Coleman took a corner for his lot on Common 
street ; these parties paid for the stones and so own them. 
The total amount as shown by my bill in detail is $2036.- 
42 as expended. From this deduct the amount paid by Bisch 
and others, $54.29, leaves the amount $1982.13 as above.

The setting of the curbstones was, we think, a step in 
the right direction, effecting a great improvement on the 
streets where they were placed, and we think that the town 
will do well to continue the same plan adopted by them last 
March, of appropriating a part of the money received from 
licenses, should the town vote to grant them, in putting in 
curbstones under the direction of the Selectmen or Road 
Commissioners. 


DRAINAGE. 


The committee appointed by the town, and whose duty 
it is by vote of the town to defend the rights of Natick and 
and its citizens, against all suits pending, or that might be 
brought by the avaricious and aggressive policy of the city 
of Boston,.in striving to prevent the town and its citizens 
from the exercise of their inalienable, natural and prescrip- 
tive rights and privileges, employed gentlemen of high legal 
attainments as counsel for the defense. The Selectmen feel 
highly satisfied with the work of the committee, and can 
bear testimony to their ability and good judgment in carry- 
ing out their instructions with zeal and vigor. 


CO? G.,; FIRST REGIMENT, MV. M. 


After the organization of Co. G. First Regiment, M. V. 
M., we were called upon to provide a suitable armory for the 
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command, as provided for in Section 92 Chapter 14 of the 
Public Statutes. 

We had plans and specifications drawn and furnished by 
Mr. Bt) Corson, and solicited bids for the proper Bat 
up of the same from all the local builders. 3 

The lowest figures received were $327.00 from Messrs. 
. Sweetland and Harris of Natick, and they were awarded the 
contract July 26, 1884. They performed their contract in a 
manner satisfactory to the Company and the Selectmen. 

The total expense incurred on account of Co. G., was 
$684.72. Of this amount $233.33 was paid for the rent of 
the armory, and was refunded by the State. The net amount 
expended was $451.39, for which there was no appropriation. 


REGISTRATION. 


The Selectmen appointed Mr. George L. Bartlett for 
three years, Mr. Patrick Mahan for two years and Mr. S. A. 
Sweetland for one year, tq constitute with the Town Clerk, 
‘George L. Sleeper, Esq., the Board of Registrars of Voters, 
as provided for in Chapter 298 of the Acts of 1884. 

A new registration of the voters was required and new 
check lists made, and the Registrars were compelled to ex 
pend a great amount of time and labor in the performance of 
their duties. We awarded Mr. Sleeper, who was clerk of 
the Board, $150 for his services, and the other Ce 
$100 each for the year. 

The total amount expended on this account was $539.- 
26, for which no appropriation was made by the town. 


’ 


IMPROVEMENTS ORDERED BY THE BOARD OF 
HEALTH, 


These improvements were ordered by the Board of 
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of Health, and we refer to their report for further particulars. 

The total amount expended under this account was 
$272.80. Of this amount $93.00 has been assesssed on the 
abuttors, and the balance, $179.80, was assessed the town for 
which there was no appropriation. 


INSURANCE. 


The question of insurance is absorbing the attention of 
many of the manufacturing towns in the Commonwealth, 
and it is a question that all the inhabitants of such towns 
are deeply interested in, and Natick that is generally a leader 
in any movement that is for the interest of the many, should 
take the initiative in this movement, that is for the interest 
of the inhabitants. Any improvement that will lessen the 
expenses of the manufacturers and the business men of 
Natick, will naturally redound to the advantage of all our 
people. At the present time many cities and towns are 
holding out great inducements to have manufacturers and 
‘business men settle in their respective places, and it seems 
that Natick ought to foster and encourage her present man- 
ufacturing and business interests, for it is very evident that 
the less expense mauufacturers are at to manufacture, the 
more they can pay their employees. The same rule will 
hold good of the business men, for the less the expense to 
the business man, the cheaper he can let or sell. We believe 
that it will be one step in the right direction to make such 
improvements in our fire department as will not only reduce 
their present very high rate of insurance, but will also add 
to the safety of life and property. 

We have placed articles in the warrant that will give to 
the voters an opportunity of making such improvements as 
they deem necessary, and the matter will be thoroughly ex- 
plained at town meeting. 


CONCLUSION. 


In the estimates for the coming year we have estimated 
for paying Town Officers $2500. This is $500 more than 
was appropriated at the last annual meeting. 

The salaries of the Registrar and Auditor might then 
be charged to this account. .This year the Auditor did not 
receive his pay as he did not render any bill, but we have 
placed the amount of it to the liabilities of the town. 

The committee appointed by the town to secure a hall 
for town purposes have made a contract with Mr. Clark, by 
which the town is to have the use of the hall and Selectmen’s 
room under the same conditions as at present. The rate is 
to be $600 per year, beginning July 1, 1885, the expiration 
of the present lease, and the amount required for the pay- 
ment of the rent for the ensuing year will be $975.00 

For particulars in regard to the Fire Department, Morse 
Institute, Schools, Roads, Bridges and Sidewalks we respect- 
fully refer to the reports of the officers of the different de- 
partments. 

In concluding our remarks as Selectmen we desire to 
state that we have paid bills to the amount of $2522.30, for 
which no appropriations were made. These were for drain- 
age, the armory for Company G., registration and improve- 
ments ordered by the Board of Health. 

Yet notwithstanding the large amounts paid without 
appropriations, we have the extreme satisfaction of being 
able to report as a result of our stewarpship the past year, a 
net reduction of the town’s indebtedness of $3404.91. 

For the information of citizens and tax payeis; we give 
below a synopsis of the net indebtedness of the town, ex- 
clusive of water bonds, from March 1, 1881 to March 1, 1885, 
showing the net debt of the town on the first day of March 
in each year.

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Cost of 687 tramps, some of whom have been sick, and were 
kept and doctored a number of days, ‘we estimate low if we call - 
it $250, for they require an extra fire and a large amount of food. 
Deducting this from the net cost, we have as actual cost for each 
inmate for board, clothes, medicine and medical attendance, 
including salary of Warden and board for himself and family, a 
fraction over 55 cents per day. 

Five of the inmates needed a doctor’s care and medicine a 
large portion of the time, which of course increases the cost 
largely.

Several of these have been registered more than once, making 
the registered twenty-four. 


There have been two deaths at the farm during the year— 
that of Patrick Lowery, which occurred March 11, and Michael 
McCue, who died September 24. 


It is conceded by all who have personal knowledge of the 
manner in which the Farm and Almshouse have been managed, 
that the Warden is the right man for the place, and that both 
himself and wife know their duties and perform them in a faithful 
manner, taking as much interest in affairs there, as if the premises 
were their own. 


Early in the year Mr. Prentice, the visiting State agent, made 
a thorough examination of the House and Farm, inspecting in 
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detail every part. He was highly pleased with all he saw, and 
complimented the Warden and Matron upon the good condition in 
which he found it. ‘Tu this we are pleased to add our testimony 
that the House is always kept in a neat and tidy condition, the 
food is of good quality and and plenty of it, and the well-being 
of all faithfully looked after. 


Under the present management, the value of the Farm is 
yearly increasing. In 1881 and 1882 we kept five cows and one 
horse ; in 1883, ten cows and two horses. The past year we have 
kept an average of thirteen cows and two horses. In 1883 we 
had to buy a car-load of hay; the past year we raised fodder 
enough to keep our stock. 


The return we are enabled to make to the Farm by keeping 
this amount of stock increases its fertility and therefore its value. 
We might have adopted the skinning process, and made for the 
time a better showing, but that would lessen the value of the farm 


and have been poor policy. . 


Prices for produce sold the past year were extremely low, 
barely paying cost of produetion, and had it not been for our milk 
route our income would have been small indeed. With due 
care, even in 4 poor season, a fair income from this source is 
tolerably certain, and the farm can be kept in a good state of 
fertility. 


One essential of a good paying farm has always been lacking 
at our town farm, namely a good supply of fruit. Realizing this 
fact, the overseer ordered, in the fall of 1883, fifty apple and 
twenty-four quince trees at a cost of $60. These were delivered 
last spring, set out with care, and are in thriving condition. We 
hope and expect that in the fnture our action in the matter will 
result in benefit to the town. | 


; In our last report we stated that we had agreed to divide a 
strip of land, in dispute between the town and Mr. Whitney, and 
we were directed by your votes to give and take the deeds neces- 
sary to complete the transaction. We have carried out your in- 
structions and the boundaries are settled beyond dispute, 
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We were also instructed to sell the Foskett estate which had 
been deeded to the town by its owner in return for her support by 
the town. We accordingly sold the same on the 17th of October 
last, to Myr. Patrick Holland for the sum of $500, $50 down and 
$50 per year with interest at 6 per cent. 


In considering the cost of maintaining the poor we ask the 
citizens to remember the cost of the insane over which we have 
no control. This class steadily increases with each returning 
year, as will be seen by a perusal of former reports. In 1879 we 
paid less than $800 for insane; in 1880, by report of that year, 
$1185.08 ; in 1881 there was paid over $1800.00, but nearly $300 
of that sum was in bills which did not belong to that year. 


We paid last year $1648.43, and this year we have paid 
$1699.88 for support of insane. 


There are two persons recently committed to the Hospital for 
whom no bill has yet been rendered, for whose support we expect 
the town will be reimbursed.

In regard to the Wilson family at Worcester, Wilson himself 
has no settlement in the State, we pay Worcester and collect his 
portion of aid from State. 


We give no list of aid to persons settled in other towns as we 
did not deem it of much interest to the taxpayers because we are 
reimbursed by the place of settlement, and the Treasurer’s 
account, as well as ours shows the amount received. 


In conclusion we will say that the past year has been, as you 
all know, a hard one for business of all kinds. With a large 
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number out of employment, and consequently out of means where- 
with to buy the necessaries of life, the bills for the poor are 
heavy, but if our town were not blessed with a number of char- 
itable associations, we should have been obliged to draw still 
heavier for aid, and the thanks of all citizens are due to Post 63, 
G. A. R., the Ladies’ Relief Corps, and the Vincent de Paul 
Society, for timely aid to the worthy poor. 


There are, no doubt, plans which could be adopted to lessen 
the cost of this department. If we had means to employ those 
asking for aid, so that they might earn what they get, it would be 
better for the town and applicants. Yet you will see by the list 
we give that it is fully as necessary that we be able to furnish 
employment to women as menif any steps were to be taken in 
this direction.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Gentlemen :— The eleventh annual report of the operations of 
this department, for the year ending Feb. 28, 1885, is herewith 
respectfully presented : — 

It is now entering the eleventh year of service that the works 
have been in constant use, and you havenot been called upon to 
appropriate any large sum for repairs; but it cannot be delayed 
any longer with safety in respect to the pumping machinery, and 
the town cannot afford to take the risk. In order to do what is 
requisite some changes must be made at the pumping station. 
There should be a pump and boiler, as large, if not larger, than 
the present one, so that the engineer would not be obliged to shut 
down to make repairs, as has been the case during the past year. 


MAIN PIPE GATES. 


The extension of mains for the past.year has been as follows : 
2757 feet of 6 inch pipe on East Central Street, and 2112 feet of 
4 inch pipe on same street, with three gates and three hydrants, 
ata cost of $3,950.35; also, 561 feet of 2 inch pipe from Cem- 
etery Street to E. Frost’s , and 168 feet of 2 inch pipe on 
Broad Avenue to George C. Smith’s house. The whole cost has 
been $4,264.28, for which outlay you are receiving at date the 
sum of $69.00 yearly, which will prove a poor investment to lay 
pipe without some guarantee as in other towns and cities. 

During the past year there has been forty-three services put 
in, of which there are at present all but two in use. Of the old 
services, there are twenty shut off from different causes, most of 
them for vacant houses. Thirty-two faucets remain sealed up to 
this date. Number of applications for service to date is 985.

RESERVOIR. 


This has not been thoroughly cleaned for two years, for the 
reason that we are not guarded sufficiently at the pump house to 
ensure success if the attempt was made, as it was in the Fall of 
1884, when we escaped a disaster which we cannot afford to risk 
again. 

The inside slope or paving is in a very bad condition, having 
slie down from one to two feet, and the water, when high, is un- 
dermining the back, so that it will soon have to be repaired. 

Following will be found tables giving amount of water rates 
each year, water pumped, and running expense of each part of 
work.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The following annual report of the Natick Fire Department, 
for the year ending February 1, 1885, we respectfully submit:

what is necessary to be done for the best interest of the town will’ 


no longer be delayed. 

We have made but few changes during the past year. One 
which has proved to be a success was the change from man power 
to horse on the Hook and Ladder Truck, and the reduction of 
the members of the company to twelve men, who can now be 
carried to where the fire is, and be fresh and ready for work on 
arrival. The horses now used for the above are hired from Mr. 
Tyler Brooks, with the agreement that we shall pay $5 for each 
alarm (when he hitches up), which, on an average, would cost 
about $125 per year. The cost of this arrangement is small com- 
paratively, but we think it would be for the interest of the town 
to own three more horses, in order that some of them could be in 
the house (or near it) all the time. As it is, many times during 
the year, the teams are more than a mile away from the centre of 
the town—too far to return in time to be of use in case of fire. 
This has been brouglit forward many times, but without any re- 
sult, although the town voted some years ago that the horses 
should not go more than ‘‘one half mile from the house.’’ It 
must be remembered that of the three horses at present owned by 
the town, one is 18 and one is 19 years old, too old tostand many 
hard runs, unless worked less than they have been during the 
past year. 


Cy .4).a ee, 
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A system of ‘‘ Fire Alarm” is an improvement that must 
soon be made. If not, the town must continue to pay high rates of 
insurance. By delaying what is requisite to make the department 
efficient in the minds of the underwriters, it will cost more in in- 
surance (in a very short time) than the fire alarm would cost, and 
the town will still be without what is now considered necessary 
for the public safety in all towns of any size. We are now pay- 
ing for telephonic communication between the different engine 
houses and the pumping stations. When in working order it 
answers very well for conversation with regard to business, but 
during the past year it has been so often out of order that it has 
been comparatively of little use. 

We have 5,600 feet of hose in good condition, and by adding 
a few hundred feet each year, it will keep the supply in good con- 
dition. | 

The apparatus has all been thoroughly repaired and painted 
the past year. 

The force now consists of sixty-six men and three engineers. 
To run the department as it is now will require $3,600, $400 less 
than the past few years, so you can afford to commence on some 
essential improvements. 

For the year 1884 there were 24 alarms, 19 for fires in town, 
and 1 for assistance at Sherbern (the expense being paid by Old 
Colony Railroad), and 4 false alarms. The following is a sched- 
ule of bills paid by engineers as per vouchers approved:

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School. Committee present the following report of 
the school department for the year ending March 1, 1885: 

The High school has been in session forty weeks, the 
two Grammar schools, thirty-seven weeks, and all the other 
schools thirty-five weeks. This is one week less for the 
Primary and other schools below the Grammar grade, than 
they have had for the past three years. This shortening 
was rendered necessary, by the exhaustion of the appropria- 
tion, a considerable part of which was used to defray the 
expense of furnishing the pupils with books and _ supplies 
under the new text book and supply law. 

_ This law went into effect on the first day of August 
last. At the time of holding the last annual town meeting, 
the bill to establish this law had not been passed, and no 
special appropriation to meet its requirements was granted 
by the town. After the law was enacted special meetings 
were called in many towns, and money voted to carry out its 
provisions. As our regular appropriation, however, was two 
thousand dollars more than had been granted in any previous 

. year, we believed we should be able to keep the schools the 
usual time—thirty-six weeks—and also provide the needed 
books and supplies. In this we were mistaken. The amount 
required for this latter object was beyond our estimate, and 
reached the sum of about twenty-five hundred dollars. This 
left nineteen thousand five hundred dollars to be applied to 

. the ordinary running expenses of the schools, or five hundred 
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dollars less than were available for that purpose during the 
last year. The cost has been somewhat augmented also, over 
last year, by the establishing of a new school in the Oak 
Grove building, which action was necessary to relieve the 
Centre building. 

It was with regret, and only after mature deliberation, 
that we decided to shorten the time of any of the schools for 
the year. All the considerations that urge to giving the 
children the largest possible opportunities, were clearly 
appended and fully felt by us; but as to keep on another 
week would compel us considerably to overdraw our appro- 
priation, and as the amount already expended had been pretty 
liberal for a single year, we believed we should be more in 
accord with the judgment and genearl sentiment of the 
people to close the schools than to continue longer. 

The ordinary running expenses of our schools, when 
they are all in session, is about two thousand dollars a month, 
exclusive of fuel. At first sight this seems a pretty large 
sum; but when it is considered that this sum has, during the 
past year, provided for the instruction of seventeen hundred 
and forty-five pupils, it appears quite moderate. It is at the 
rate of a fraction more than one dollar and fourteen cents per 
month for each pupil; and when it is further considered that 
it includes the High School, and embraces every grade of 
pupils, from those who are beginning to learn to read, 
to those who are preparing for admission to college, it must 
be admitted that it is fully as low as can reasonably be 
expected. 


NEW SCHOOL ROOM AT OAK GROVE. 


At the last town meeting $1000 was voted to finish the 
upper hall, and to finish and furnish one of the unfinished — 
rooms in the Oak Grove building. This work was done 
during the summer vacation and a new school numbering for- 
ty-two pupils was established there at the opening of the fall 
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term. The room was finished in the same style as the 
rooms below and is an exceedingly cheerful and comfortable 
room. The cost was somewhat less than the sum voted. 
The following is a detailed statement of the cost of this 
work : ;

REPEC S: 


There is always a large amount of repairing of various 
kinds necessary to maintain the school houses in suitable 
condition. The items are for the most part small, but two 
_ or three may be properly mentioned. The building at West 
Natick has received two good coats of paint which have 
greatly improved its appearance. At.Southville the old 
steps in front of the building, which had become dilapidated 
and rickety, have been‘ replaced by new ones, firm and _ sub- 
stantial. The floor of the school room had settled unevenly 
and become so decayed that it was impossible to keep the 
room comfortably warm in cold weather. The old floor was 
raised to its proper position, and a new floor laid over it, and 
now the room is among the best in town. 

Other improvements have been made, especially in the 
way of changing the old style of double desks to single ones. 
This change has been made in four rooms. The old desks 
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were cut in two, the ends finished, new irons put®on, and we 
have two desks instead of one to the great advantage of the 
school. This change has been in progress for three or four 
years past and ought to be continued till the old style of 
desk disappears entirely, and each pupil has a desk to him- 
self. 


THE NEW TEXT BOOK LAW. 


We have, already referred to this subject, but we pro- 
ceed now to a somewhat fuller consideration of it, and what 
we have been called upon to do under it. 

The question is often asked, “ What do you think of the 
law?” “Do you think it a good law?” ‘ What advantages 
has it?” and other similar questions, indicating.a good deal 
of interest in its operation. | And perhaps if we briefly state 
our opinion somewhat in the form of reply to these questions, 
it will in a convenient manner express our judgment on the 
subject. 

And it may be remarked first, that, as in the case of most 
laws widely effective in their action, and entirely changing 
long and established custom, it will require an experience 
extending over consideradle time, in this case a term of 
from three to five years before a decision approxi- 
mating correctness can be given as to its utility and 
economy. As to its economy it will depend on how 
long a set of books placed in a school room can be made 
to last in a condition fit for use. A certain portion of the 
books will need to be replaced every year. It will be small, 
probably from three to five per cent. The books are 
all equally good, equally well bound, which is_ the 
essential point in the matter of duration. But some 
people are born with great natural gifts for defacing and de- 
stroying books, and these talents usually show forth with 
great brilliancy in the early youth of their possessors. The 
beauty and integrity of a book vanishes under their fatal 


. 
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touch. But happily this class is not large. The disposition 
to use the books carefully is very general, and the teachers 
are charged with the duty of seeing that they are not abused. 
But there will inevitably, by accident and hard usage, bea 
small number of books missing each year. On the other 
‘hand when the rooms have all been supplied, the annual cost 
of keeping the supply filled will be comparatively small. 
Taking the town as a whole, the amount expended for books 
will be much less than under the old way, both because fewer 
books will be purchased and because those bought are bought 
at wholesale prices, and there is no additional cost save a tri- 
fling matter of express charges, and for the labels which are 
placed in them. There is one great advantage under the 
new system which goes far to recommend it; namely, that 
every pupil is supplied with books at the beginning of the 
term, without trouble and delay. Under the old plan there 
were in almost every school some pupils who would not be so 
supplied until the middle of a term, to the great annoyance 
of teachers and hindrance of classes. On the whole we are 
inclined from our present experience, to think the law a 
wise one. ! 

We have purchased and placed in the hands of the pu- 
pils three thonsand one hundred volumes. ‘Only those pu- 
pils who were to take new studies by promotion were fur- 
nished with the town books. All those who had books of 
their own, were required to bring them to school and use 
them. The number required for the coming year will be 
somewhat less, after which time the annual expense for this 
purpose will be comparatively small. These books. all have 
posted on the inside of the front corner, a label of which the 
following is a copy:

. This book is loaned to the pupil on the following conditions : 


1. Itis to be carefully used and not marked or defaced.

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2 Itis not to be taken from the school-room without the 
consent of the teacher.

They are all numbered and charged to the pupils by 
numbers, in books which are furnished the teachers specially 
for that purpose. The numbers distributed to the different 
schools are also kept at the Committee rooms. In this man- 
ner we can ascertain at any time, by reference to these 
numbers, the number and kinds of books that have been 
distributed to the different schools, and into whose hands 
each individual book has gone, and who is responsible for it, 
The sum mentioned as expended for books also includes the, 
cost of various supplies, that are consumed by the first use 
use, such as, writing-books, drawing-books, pens, pencils, 
paper, chalk, blank-books for composition work, spelling- 
blanks, &c.. These, however, constitute but a small part of 
the whole cost. 


AMOUNT OF WORK REQUIRED OF THE PUPILS. 


In the School Report of two years ago, attention was 
called to this subject in response to many complaints, we 
had received from parents, that their children were being 
overworked. The Committee were then convinced that the 
pupils were trying to deal with too many things at a time, 
the inevitable result of which is always, everywhere, in school 
or out, afeeble grasp and an inadequate comprehension of the 
subjects studied. We saw the fault, and set to work to: 
remedy it. The number of subjects cannot be lessened. 
Arithmetic, language, history, geography, drawing, writing, 
spelling —which of these can be dropped? Drawing is 
specially prescribed by law as one of the studies in the public 
schools. To discuss the relative merits of these branches, 
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or the first four named, would be beyond our limits, but we 
may merition one or two points in regard to them. 

_ Public sentiment would not admit any curtailing of 
arithmetic or language. ‘Our children must know how to 
deal with numbers and accounts, and must know how to 
express their thoughts clearly and correctly, that they may 
be fitted adequately to discharge the duties of business, 
social and public life,” is the cry of parents, and it voices a 
wise opinion with which we are in full accord. These 
objects must be first secured. Writing and spelling are 
fundamental, and drawing is prescribed by law —the latter 
moreover Is a useful branch and well worth the time devoted 
to it. It wakens observation, trains the hand, and cultivates 
habits of neatness, ideas of symmetry and the sense of 
beauty, and is directly useful as a means of improving pen- 
manship. But historyZand geography stand in a somewhat 
different relation. So far as they are educational they 
should receive adequate attention, but all details of cam- 
paigns and battles and unimportant dates in history, and _ all 
trifling details either physical or political in geography 
should be omitted. It consumes~-valuable time, to learn 
them, they cannot be retained, and would be of little or no 
value if they could. Such knowledge when glibly recited by 
a class of pupils has a very showy effect, but it is an exhibi- 
tion that costs too much. We mention these thiugs because 
some parents who look upon the studies their children 
pursue, not as a means to an end, but as things good in 
themselves, are apt to be troubled when they find that their 
children are learning less of certain branches than has been 
heretofore taught, estimating their children’s advancement 
rather by the number of facts they have gathered from their 
books than by the mental habits they have acquired. Two 
years ago the amount of work required in geography was 
diminished about one-third. The effect has been good and 
we are persuaded it can be further reduced with advantage 
to the pupils from whatever point of view considered. It is 
our intention then to diminish somewhat, but carefully and. 
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experimentally, these two branches, because we think by so 
doing we shall further the true interests of the pupils. 

There have been three changes in our corps of teachers 
‘during the year, that deserve especial mention. At the 
close of the Summer term, Mr. F. S. Cutter, who had for. 
three years held the mastership of the Centre Grammar 
school resigned that position, to accept the place of Assis- 
tant Superintendent of the schools of Cambridge. Mr. 
Cutter’s success in managing the school was very marked 
and brought him the highest commendation. By his un- 
ceasing endeavors and intelligent methods he had, in the 
time he had charge of it, brought the whole school into a 
most excellent condition. His influence was felt far beyond 
the limits of the school-room. He secured and retained the 
fullest confidence of the Committee, the respect of his sub- 
ordinate teachers, the affection of his pupils, the esteem of 
their parents and of all in the community who knew him. 
There was a universal feeling of regret at his resignation, 
and departing he took with him the warm friendship and 
best wishes of a large circle of acquaintances. 


Near the close of the winter term Mr. Herbert L. Morse, 
who had for six years held the mastership of the South Na- 
tick Grammar school, also resigned his place to accept a 
more desirable position in Somerville. Mr. Morse was an 
excellent teacher, especially strong in administrative ability, 
and his conduct of the school met with general approval. 
The remarks applied to Mr. Cutter could be applied to him 
in the community at South Natick. Both these gentlemen 
have our heartiest good wishes for their prosperity and 
Success. | 

The third is Miss Lizzie Clough, whose face and name 
are familiar to a very large number of our younger and _ mid- 
dle-aged people. The last summer she terminated a_ period 
of service as a teacher in our public schools, of exactly 
twenty-five years. She is one of those women whom nature 
specially ordains to teach young children. She understood 
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and loved them, and they loved her in return. She not only 
taught them their lessons but aimed to develop their charac- 
ters, to instill into their minds the principles of truth and. 
right conduct. She devoted the best of her life, health and 
strength to this noble work, and she is and will be remem- 
bered with respect and affection by the large number in our - 
midst, who have been her pupils, and their best wishes for 
‘her happiness will follow her. |

At the annual examination in June, fifty-seven pupils 
applied for admission to the school, all of whom passed 
successfully. The whole number enrolled at this school for 
the year was one hundred and fourteen. 


The course of study of this school has been modified by 
the introduction of the study of Civil Government. This 
study was put into the hands of the junior class partly as an 
experiment, to see whether they could be interested in it, 
_ and could pursue it with advantage. It has been taught by 
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the master, Mr. Russell, and has proved a success. It is 
designed to instruct the pupils in the nature and working of 
our civil institutions, from the character and procedure of 
a town meeting to the election of a President of the United 
States, from the organization of a town to that of the Fed- 
eral Union. The view is brief but eomprehensive, and it 
gives the pupils a general idea and knowledge of govern- 
ment and law that they could hardly obtain otherwise. We 
give below two sets of questions given the class, the first set 
given them the last term, and the second set given them the 
prosent term, which will indicate better than any other way 
what the subjects taken up are: 


1. What constitutes the judicial department in Massa- 
chussetts ? What is the term of office for judges ?

GentTLEMEN.—The librarian herewith submits his second annual 
report, it being the twelfth in the series of annual reports upon 
the state, the growth and the work of the library. This report 
is for the year ending Jan. 31, 1885. 

At the beginning of the year the library contained :

Subscriptions for nine daily and four weekly papers, one bi- 
weekly, and four monthly periodicals for the lower reading rooms 
amounted to $91.15. 

Subscriptions for seventeen periodicals for the upper reading 
room amounted to $59.80. These latter, as the volumes are com- 
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pleted, are bound and added to the circulating or reference de- 
partments of the library. 

The Natick Bulletin and the Natick Citizen are furnished 
regularly by the publishers, without charge. These are placed in 
the reading room at once for public use. Rev. Daniel Wight, 
and Mr. Calvin Leland continue to donate a duplicate set of these 
publications for binding. ‘The publisher of the ‘‘Manifesto,” a 
monthly magazine supported by the United Brethren or Shakers, 
sends a copy of that periodical for our reading room. ‘To each 
and all of these gentlemen we are under great obligations, which 
we acknowledge with grateful thanks. 

Our representative in Congress, (Hon. ‘Theodore Lyman) 
named this as one of the eight libraries in this congressional dis- 
trict, to receive gratuitously, the weekly issués of the Official 
Gazette of the United States Patent Office; and that publication 
continues to come regularly, affording much valuable information 
to inventive mechanics of whom there isa more than average 
proportion among the people of our town and vicinity. We are 
indebted to Mr. Lyman also for a considerable number of public 
documents, including the Congressional Record of the first ses- 
sion of the Congress just ended, which is in seven quarto volumes. 

One hundred and twenty-two volumes have been rebound at. 
an expense of $24.50, making the total amount paid for new 
books, periodicals and binding $625.38. | 

Of the 650 volumes received during the year, 358 volumes 
were placed in the circulating department, twenty in the reference 
rosm, 268 in the public document and miscellaneous departments, 
and four were sold. | 

Five new volumes replaced as many which were worn out, 
or destroyed and paid for, and one volume was rejected. Six vol- 
umes were withdrawn from the reference department and placed 
in that of circulation.

During the afternoon when the funeral of Hon. Walter N. Mason 
took place, the library was closed two hours.

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Six thousand two hundred and fifty-six volumes have been 
covered with new paper wrappers during the year. 

The wisdom of putting wrappers upon the books of public 
libraries has been questioned considerrbly by many of those most 
familiar with the practical working of these institutions. In quite 
a number of the public libraries of this State, both of the larger 
and smaller of them, the practice has been to a great extent dis- 
continued. At a meeting of the Trustees of Morse Institute, held 
during the last quarter just closed, it was voted that wrappers 
should be used only to a certain limited extent. In accordance 
with that vote, the number of volumes covered has been already 
greatly diminished, and will be much more so during the present 
year. 


CASH RECEIVED. 


The amount of fines collected on 932 finable books was 
$71 32; for damage to loaned books, including one volume de- 
stroyed and paid for, $6 89; for one catalogue in cloth, $1 50; 
for thirteen catalogues in paper, $13 00; for five copies of sup- 
plementary catalogues, 25c; and for four books, sold, $1 83; 
making a total of $94 79; which appears in the treasurer’s 
report. 


READING ROOMS. 


The upper reading-room is now supplied with the regular 
issues of the Edinburgh Quarterly Review, the North American 
Review, the Contemporay Review, the Nineteenth Century, the 
Andover Review, Atlantic Monthly, Catholic World, Century, 
Harper’s, Littell’s Living Age, Popular Science Monthly and 
Shakespeareana. 

In the lower reading-room may be found, of Boston morning . 
papers, the Advertiser, the Post and the Globe; also the evening 
editions of the Journal and the Herald; three New York dailies, 
viz., the Tribune, the Herald and the Times; also, the 
daily Springfield Republican; of weeklies, there are 
Harper’s Weekly, Harper’s Bazar, Forrest and Stream, The 
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Natick Bulletin, The Natick Citizen and the Youth’s Companion, 
the Literary World, (bi-weekly) and the popular monthlies, viz., 
Harper’s The Century, St. Nicholas, and Wide Awake. Beside 
these, the following publications are furnished by church orgioni- 
izations, or individuals; Christian Leader, Christian Register, 
Congregationalist, The Watchman, Woman’s J ournal, Zion’s 
Herald, Outing and Wheelman, with some half dozen or more 
other periodicals which come in irregularly. ‘These afford variety, 
suflicieut to meet nearly all tastes and the meany visitors who 
avail themselves of the opportunity, attest their appreciation of 
the privileges gratuitously furnished. 


REFERENCE LIBRARY. 


This collection of books is growing in pubiic favor every year, 
not because valuable additions are frequently made to it, but 
because the people are learniag more and more how to use it, and 
thereby to better appreciate its usefulness. Persons from all parts 
of our town, and from the adjoining towns, and sometimes from 
more distunt localities, come here to consult these books, which they 
cannot find in places nearer their homes. In some libraries, none 
under eighteen years of age are allowed free access to the re- 
ference department. Even this limit is regarded as more liberal 
than most public libraries adopt. With us, the pupils of the 
grammer schools are freely admitted and as far as time can be so 
assigned, assistance is given to them in their search for required 
information relating to their studies. The teachers in our cshools 
also get much valuable aid in their work by consulting these vol- 
umes. . 

At the end of last September Miss Carrie L. Morse retired 
from the position of assistant Librarian, on a leave of absence of 
one year. She had faithfully performed the duties of her office 

during a period nearly as long as my predecessor had held the 
" office of Librarian, and was almost regarded as a part of the 
Library. In such case it is dlfficult to find another person who 
can easily fill the place so vacated, but the trustees were fortu- 
nate in securing the services of Miss Katharine K. Wood, who 
was the first assistant employed in this library, and was, there- 
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fore, better prepared by that acquaintance and, also, by further 
experience in other libraries, to assume the duties left by Miss 
Morse.

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BACON FREE LIBRARY. 


To the Trustees of Bacon Free Library: 

GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my annual report show- 
ing the condition of the library at present and work done 
during the year ending Decemher 31, 1884. 

This library has been open nearly four years. It now con- 
tains on its accession list, 3738 volumes, 939 of which are 
the property of the Historal, Natural History and Library 
Society. Besides these, there are about 150 volumes of 
duplicates belonging to the above mentioned ‘society, 175 
volumes of unbound magazines and a valuable collection of 
pamphlets, files of papers, etc. 

There are 2231 volumes in the Circulating Department at 
present, divided as follows :

History, 183 Ay Travel, 166 a 
Biography, (279 Eitergture, 374. oe 
Science, 247 < Art 121 sf 


Seventy-seven volumes have been added during thé year 
to these departments and 71 volumes of magazines and 16 of 
fiction are now due from the binder. 

The total number of volumes received during the year is 
426; most of these were received late in the year, and are 
for the department of Theology, which is not yet opened. 

It was thought best that a Juvenile Department should be 
formed, which was done by withdrawing from the various 
departments those volumes which were intended for younger 


os 
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readers ; many still remain in the varidus departments, which 
would interest the young, but which are equally interesting 
to older readers. 

We are indebted to the following persons for volumes re- 
ceived during the year: H. Alger, Jr., 45; State Librarian, 
13; Wm. Selfe, 4; Hon.. Theo. Lyman, 3; A. Blaney, Esq.; 
Department of Interior; Mrs. O. A. Cheney, Geo. Ingalls, 
Elliot Perry, and Secretary of Commonwealth, 1 each; to 
G. J. Townsend, M. D., Mrs. M. P. Richards, Mrs. A. Bailey, 
Magazine Club of 1883, and others, for gifts of magazines, 
and H. Alger, Jr., Mr. A. F. Hunter, and others for papers. 

The library has been open during the year 197 days ; 5813 


‘volumes have been loaned, 5465 of which were home loans; 


73 per cent of these have been fiction and juvenile; 4 per 
cent, history ; 8 percent, travel; 3 per cent, biography, 9 per 
cent, literature ;./2: per, cent, science, and) 1 per ceniaars 
Sixty-three new certificates have* been filed, making the 
present number, 588; 1070 volumes have. been covered; 
$13.75 received for fines, etc. ; 136 volumes sent to bindery, 
only 49 of which were to be re-bound. 

Besides this work the reference books have been prepared 
for cataloguing and partially classified. This work was in- 
terrupted by the purchase of volumes to complete the de- 
partments of science and theology, and the work caused by 
the formation of a juvenile department. We hope in a 
month or two to resume work on this department. 

The reading table is now supplied by you with Harper’s 
Monthly, North American Review, Atlantic Monthly, and 
Science; by Mr. H. Alger, Jr., with Century Magazine, St. 
Nicholas, Argosy and Youth’s Companion; by Mr. A. F. 
Hunter, with The Nation; by others with the Woman’s 
Journal, Natick Bulletin and Citizen, Journal of Education 
and American Teacher. 

The Librarian’s table has that most needful magazine, 
“The Library Journal,” with its supplements, literary news, 
co-operative index, and literature for the young.

The early volumes of “The Library Journal” shouldzbe 
purchased at once, as they are becoming scarce, and the 
present numbers contain many references to articles in those 
volumes. ? 

The rubber tips on chair legs are decidedly a success, and 
the new burners and reflectors make it possible to read or 
work with ease at the tables. | 

We have succeeded in securing during the year, by gift 
and purchase, all the volumes of ‘ Harpers’ Monthly” but 
the first three. These should be purchased at the first 
opportunity, as they are very scarce. 

When buying new books we hope a generous share of the 
income devoted to that purpose, may be _ expended 
in the purchase of works for the juvenile depart- 
ment, for such works, if judiciously selected. .and 
recommended by librarian, teachers and parents, tend to — 
make the library what it should be, a great educator. 

In closing this report, I would acknowledge the faithful 
labors of my assistant who has attended most wholly to the 
delivery of books and covering of same.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health of the town of Natick would 
respectfully report that during the past year there have been 
but comparatively few nuisances to be abated; neither has 
any serious nor fatal epidemic prevailed. 

By an act passed by the legislature of one year ago, 
both householders and physicians are required to report to 
the Board of Health all cases of diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
small-pox occurring in their families or coming under their 
professional care. Neglect to so report renders the parties 
liable to heavy penalties. Householders have, tu every tn- 
stance, utterly ignored these requirements ; but, so far as. we 
have knowledge, the physicians have complied with them. 
The Board is required to keep a record of all such cases, in 
a blank book furnished by the State for that purpose, and 
also to report them to the School Committee. From the 
25th of August, 1884, to March 6th, 1885, four cases of 
diphtheria and thirty-two cases of scarlet fever have been 
reported, none of which, judging from the death returns 
made to the Town Clerk, have proved fatal. 

-A bill of $257.97 was incurred last April, by clearing 
out and repairing a covered drain, which for years, had 
carried off the surface water from Morse, Church and Com- 
mon streets, and also had served as adrain for several house- 
cellars and lots in its immediate vicinity. Assessments, 
amounting to $93.00, were made upon property owners bene- 
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fitted by the drain, leaving $164.97 as the net expense borne 
by the town. 

Last autumn the Board received a petition, signed by 
forty-one persons, stating that the “North arm of Pegan 
brook,” between Harvard street and North avenue, was in 
such a filthy condition that it was a nuisance, and praying 
that it be abated. Investigation revealed the cause of this 
“nuisance to be cellar, sink and other drainage from several 
houses on Washington street, flowing through a covered 
drain and emptying into this open ditch or “brook”, just 
south of Harvard street. Upon examination of the records 
in the County Clerk’s office in Cambridge a paper was found 
on record, which was drawn up and signed by certain parties 
who built the drain, in which they agree with each other and 
their heirs and assigns that they “will not obstruct said 
drain,’ etc.; also the party through whose land the water 
flows, agrees “not to obstruct the free passage of the water 
over the remainder of his premises.” , 

Approximate estimates, by W. W. Wight, of the ex- 
pense of covering the “brook,” ranged from $500 to $750, 
according to the material used. 

Owing to the lateness of the season, no further action 
was taken in the matter. The nuisance, however, is a grave 
one, and demands attention the coming season. Whether 
the town shall pay for covering the brook, or whether the 
party permitting the drainage through his land, shall be held 
responsible, are questions to be considered.

AUDITOR'S. REPORT. 


In electing an Auditor at its last annual meeting, the town 
failed to give instructions as to what should be his duties, and the 
office never having been filled before, it has been left entirely to 
that officer’s judgment how much power he should assume. An 
investigation of the systems of neighboring towns, shows that in 
each, the powers delegated are different. In some he simply ap-, 
proves accounts, in others all bills must have his indorsement 
before payment, and he is the accountant of the town. ‘To have 
assumed the latter power would have required many changes in 
the manner of paying bills and in the system of keeping accounts, 
therefore, the former course has been pursued during the past 
year. In nearly all departments the accounts were found in 
excellent condition and all bills were closely scrutinized. Errors 
were found in many, and in some cases items were found charged 
to the wrong department. These have been corrected and the 
accounts have been given my approval. 

My special attention having been called during the year to 
the accounts of the Collector of Taxes, I have labored to get 
statements in regard to that portion over which I had any author. 
ity, so that I might give it my approval. Mr. Gleason’s accounts 
have not been kept in that condition that I have been able to 
verify his statements of the last report and for this year, so that I 
am able to say they are correct. The accounts of many years are 
run in together, and to get separate and correct statements of the 
years of ’82-’83 and ’84 has been impossible. ‘This condition is 
due more to carelessness in keeping books than to any other 
eause. ‘To audit the books of this officer, the account must be

closed at some date so that he may be able to have some point to 
start from. ‘The only way in which to do this is to have a commit- 
tee appointed who shall investigate the accounts from the begin-— 
ning ot his term of service up to the present time, and then re- 
quire a settlement yearly. We believe this will be as much 
for Mr. Gleason’s interest as for the town. In regard to 
giving the power of auditing bills before they are paid, 
this will be left for the voters to decide. We believe this 
to be the only correct system, as it would require all boards te 
have some regular time of receiving bills and giving orders, and 
these could be examined and corrected before payment and 
would require no changing on the books of the Treasurer and 
other officers after having been once entered. If during the past 
year I have not performed all the duties expected of an Auditor, 
I trust that the town will give instructions so that in the future 
this officer may more clearly : nderstand what.is their desire.

TOWN WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
MIDDLESEX, SS. 
To any Constable of the Town of Natick in said County: 
GREETING : 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said town qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, | 
to meet at Town Hall, (Clark’s Block), in said Natick, on, 
Monday, the sixteenth day of March, current, at eight o’clock 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by ballot a moderator to preside 
over said meeting. 

ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year, including one School Committee to serve 
for three years, one Overseer of Poor to serve for three years, 
- one Water Commissioner to serve for three years, one Road 
Commissioner to serve for three years, one Trustee of the 
Morse Institute for three years, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of James McManus,a Board of Health 
to consist of three persons for one year, and to answer the 
following question by ballot: “Shall licenses be granted for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” 


ARTICLE 3. To hear and act upon the reports of 
Selectmen, Overseers of Poor, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, 
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Auditor, School Committee, Road Commissioners, Engineers 
of Fire Department, Water Commissioners, Tax Collector, 
Trustees of Morse Institute, Cemetery Committees, and any 
and all other committees that have been raised by the town, 
on town affairs or town property, and not heretofore dis- 
charged, and to choose all necessary committees for the year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE 4. To see how much money the town will 
grant for paying interest and existing liabilities; for the as- 
sistance and maintenance of its poor; for building and repair- 
ing its roads, bridges, culverts and sidewalks; for school 
supplies, repairing school-houses and school furniture; for 
completing the unfinished room in Oak Grove School house ; 
for the support and maintenance of its schools; for the 
maintenance of the fire department; for paying watchmen 
and police service; for support of the Morse Institute; for 
collecting and abatement of taxes; for to pay rent of town 
hall and office room for town officers; for lighting streets ; for 
paying town officers; for paying military aid and assisting 
poor soldiers and their families; for decorating deceased 
soldiers’ graves; for suppressing the illegal sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors; for incidental and neccessary town uses; for 
improving the town’s park; for repairing fence around the 
Common, and improving and care of same. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will authorize its 
treasurer with the approval of its selectmen, to borrow money 
to renew, replace or pay any existing loan or loans, and to 
borrow temporarily in anticipation of taxes of A. D. 1885. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will accept the list of 
names for jurors, as the same stands revised and corrected 
by the selectmen, or make any changes therein. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what action the town will take 
towards watering its street or furnishing water free of charge 
therefor the coming summer. 


ARTICLE 8. To see how the town will have its taxes 
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collected the coming year, and to choose a collector of taxes 
and fix the compensation for collecting. 


ARTICLE 9 To see if the town will take any action to 
bring about a settlement with the present and former col- 
lectors of taxes, and choose a committee to make such 
settlements. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will authorize the 
collector to employ counsel to prosecute any suits which may 
be necessary to enforce the collection of taxes, or act in 
relation thereto. 


To see if the town will vote to revoke its 
acceptance of Chapter 158 of the laws of Massachusetts,
